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You will note that our curriculum remains the same as 
last year. We were unable to carry out recommendations of 
last report, due to lack of funds and need of additional room 
for development of high school. However, I will continue the 
recommendation that chemistry be placed in our course and 
an appropriation of two hundred dollars made for laboratory 
equipment. 

We are still in need of water supply and better sanitary 
conditions. 

Again we call your attention to the advantages of the 
Domestic Arts and Agriculture in our rural high schools and 
submit data to show the increasing interest in these courses 
throughout the state. There are nineteen high schools that 
carry both courses, six that have one, and several that have 
other courses in Commerce or Mechanic Arts; a total of 
fifty-eight schools in the state that include one or more of 
these courses in their curricula. As soon as the congested condi- 
tion of our rooms at the Academy is relieved by the withdrawal 
of the grades below the high school, we strongly recommend 
the introduction of one or more of these courses. Our register 
shows thirty-four pupils for the current year, eight tuition and 
twenty-six town pupils.

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At the last school meeting your committee explained to 
you the crowded condition of our schools and what was ex- 
pected for the present year, but our expectations, so far as 
the number of pupils is concerned, was far below the regis- 
trations. At the beginning of the fall term we were confronted 
with a problem in the Primary School, not an easy task to 
solve, when we found assembled sixty-six bright-eyed, eager, 
interesting little ones in a comparatively small room with 
inadequate facilities to give them the proper start on the 
road to knowledge. Here is the very beginning in the educa- 
tional system of our town, and the success of our system de- 
pends far more on the beginning than upon the end. It is 
imperative that the child begins rightly,—that his interest 
be created right on the start and that his environment be 
such as to cause him to look ahead as he advances, from 
grade to grade. Your committee faced the situation, as they 
found it, encouraged each week by the silent demands of 
these little ones, and first purchased sufficient sittings for the 
entire school. The next problem was that of instruction. 
Sixty-six pupils in two grades are too many for any teacher, 
if the child is to have the proper start, so we procured the 
services of an assistant with very beneficial results, so that 
the educational work of the room is progressing in an excep- 
tionally encouraging manner, but we are still confronted with 
the problem of insufficient breathing space for so many pupils. 
The health of the greatest and best asset to the credit of our 
town must not be impaired. The amount of air space is far 
from being adequate, but the greatest. precaution has been 
taken to keep the air changed from time to time to avoid 
the poisonous effect of the carbonic dioxide with which the 
air becomes contaminated in so short a time when inhaled 
by so many, although in some cases, we fear, colds have some- 
times been engendered thereby, regardless of the great care 
to keep the little ones out of draughts. Your committee, 
however, feel that one of the great causes for colds is due to 
the improper heating of the entire building, especially the 
entries. Each rainy day about one hundred sets of wraps, 
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damp and often almost saturated with water, are hung up 
in the entries with insufficient ventilation and with no heat. 
The children, thereby, are compelled oftentimes to wear 
home damp, cold wraps, often riding several miles. The 
entries should be heated the same asin the best school build- 
ing, and thus avoid this exposure in some degree at least. 

The enrollment in Grades III-IV is forty-four, thus making 
one hundred and ten pupils in this one building, with sanitary 
conditions in the outbuilding the same as were considered 
proper when the school building was one story, and accom- 
modated from thirty to probably forty-five pupils. The un- 
reasonableness of the continuation of such a condition is self- 
evident. The grades in the high school building have been 
large, but not much beyond the seating capacity. The work 
has been systematic, and progressive. The interest and co- 
operation of our entire corps of teachers have been uniformly 
good. Every teacher has shown an exceptionally good spirit 
in being ever on the alert to grasp any new idea that would 
be for the educational advancement of the pupils. We trust 
that our educational facilities in the near future will be such 
that we will be able to retain our teachers the same as other 
towns which have modern facilities. 

The West Epping School has been visited during the past 
year by your superintendent, with unusual interest—unusual, 
because his mind has been directed toward some of the very 
able men who have gone forth from that school. It has an 
excellent history, and we trust it will continue. Its continu- 
ation depends upon the present pupils, some of whom are 
giving fair promise. The teacher and pupils have worked 
together and the results have been pleasing. 

The ‘‘carrying-over process,” spoken of in our last report, 
has been eliminated in accordance with the plan of your com- 
mittee, which was mentioned at the last school meeting. 
The elimination will be noticed after perusing the “Assets 
and Liabilities’? appended under “ Receipts and Expenditures ”’ 
of this report. The Parent-Teachers Association was organ- 
ized a few weeks ago, which your committee hope all parents, 


29 


teachers, and those interested in educational affairs will join. 
The needs of our schools will here be discussed, the acquaint- 
ance of parent and teacher fostered, and a general interest 
in the educational welfare of our town promoted. Let each 
citizen help in this great work that can be productive of so 
much good. Similar organizations are being formed in many 
towns and cities of our state, and the reports from these 
towns are very gratifying because of the work accomplished 
in behalf of the schools. | 

We wish to call attention to the fact that the parent has a 
part to perform in supervising the school work of the child 
in the home if the child is to get the maximum benefit from 
the training in his school. The parent should know just what 
work is being done from day to day by the child, and insist 
that the work be accomplished and not leave the matter, 
as is too often done, entirely with the teacher. The home 
interest made apparent each day to the child would have a 
great tendency to stimulate activity on his part, and would 
undoubtedly result in much higher scholarship and many 
more promotions. Your committee wish to take this oppor- 
tunity to express its appreciation of the assistance and co- 
operation of parents, teachers and others, during the past 
year as we have endeavored to plan for the educational de- 
velopment of the young people of our town.
